CROP. 


Repo , -ts were received in Loipsville 
yesterday from Cincinnati, where in¬ 
formal meetings of the hurley tobacco 
growers’ societies have been held for 
several days, that an ultimatum is 
about to be given the American To 
bacco Company,that it must either buy 
the 1906 holdings of the Burley Society 
or prepare te be driven out of the[State 
by a law which the growers say they 
will submit to the Legislature, declar¬ 
ing the company a combination {in re¬ 
straint of trade; says the Louisville 
Herald of yesterday. 

„ Thjfr is the final and strongest weapon 
which the growers can use, and is in¬ 
tended, it is declared, to bring the com¬ 
pany t» terms. Not only has the - trust 
refused thus far to purchase the 1906 
crop at prices named by the growers, 
but it is preparing, it is said, to substi¬ 
tute dark tobacco to a large exteht for 
,the light burley. and to experiment 
'with tobacco *roWn in other regions in 
its effort to keep from having to pay 
the prices demanded by the growers.

C. C. McCHORD 


Of Springfield Baptist Church 
Has Been Successful In New 
Jersey. 


May Be' Retained By State 
portfnt Rale Cases. 


Tho State journal says: 

Hon. C. C. McChord, who was de-J 
feated by Cal. Tarleton. for re election 
to the office iof Railroad Commissioner, I 
in this, the Second district, by the nar¬ 
rowest of margins, was here yesterday 
in his office, preparing to wi< d up his 
business as Chairman of the Commis¬ 
sion. In conversation with friends Mr. 
McChord conceded tthe election of 
Tarleton by a majority slightly in ex¬ 
cess of 400. He had nothing to say in 
explanation of the result except that it 
was patent that Tarleton had the votes. 

Quite a number of,friends of Senator 
McChoid are urging his appointment as 
Jc. special attorney for the Railroad 
I Commission in the important rate in- 
j junction cases which have been brought 
against it by all of the railroads in the 
State, which are seeking to prevent a 
reduction of twenty-five per cent in 
their freight-rates. It is argued bv Mr. 
McChord’s friends and the shippers 
who are interested in winning the fight 
for the Commission agaiqst the rail¬ 
roads, that ho is more familiar with the 
details of thiB case than any other man 
in the State, and it would be a most 
f serious blow to the case ot the Commis- 
1 sion should a severance of his relations 
with the celebrated and long drawn out 
case occuP.at this stage. 

Although he steps out of a $2,000 po¬ 
sition, it is, hardly probable that Mr. 
McChord wil| suffer a dimunition ot his 
income for in addition to representing 
the State in above case, lie has been 
engaged; by iGov. Glenn, to appear fur j 
the State of North Carolina in the cele¬ 
brated fight which that executive is 
making to force the railroads of that 
State to obey the laws which have been 
enacted there. His Tee in this case will 
undoubtedly be a fat one, and it is inti¬ 
mated here that Gov. Comer, of Ala¬ 
bama. who is having railroad troubles 
of his own. fs looking toward Mr. Mc¬ 
Chord to solve many of them. The

Hunting Noar Louisville. 


The Courier-Journal of to-day givesj 
the following account of the tragic I 
death of William F. Booker, who was 
well known here, being a nephew ot j 
County Clerk W. F. Booker, of Wash- 1 
mg ton county: 

William F. Booker, Sr., secretary of | 
the Peaslee-Gaulbert Company, 413-417 
W^st Main street, was accidently shot; 
and killed while waiting for the Proa- j 
pect car at Strater’s station yesterday 
afternoon about 3:30 o’clock. The 
charge entered his body in the left side. 
He was placed on an inbound car and 
died fifteen minutes after the accident. 

Mr. Booker started out early yester¬ 
day morning w^th Fred Lewis, of Lewis ! 
& Chambers, his first cousin and inti- ] 
mate friend,*eiLa quail hunt along Har- 
rods creek. 

In the afternoon they shot a number 
of rabbits on the farm of Charles G. 
Strater, and about 3 o’clock they went 
to the station to await the arrival of 
the Prospect car, due at Strater’s sta¬ 
tion at 3:30 o’clock. Both were fa¬ 
tigued and sat down on the wall near 
the station to await the arrival of the 
car. 

Mr. Booker called his dog to him and 
i started picking some burrs from him. 
His shotgun, which had the trigger of 
one of the barrels half cocked, was 
j leaning against his right leg. when the 
j dog, which was of a playful disposition. 


started jumping around, and in some 
unaccountable manner hit the trigger 
of the gun, causing it to be discharged. 
The load struck Mr. Booker in the left 
side. 

The car to the city arrived at the 
station about ten minutes after the ac¬ 
cident. Mr. Booker was placed on it 
and was being carried with all speed to 
the city. He passed away five minutes 
aftei 1 being placed on the car and be¬ 
fore medical attention could reach him 1 
Mr. Lewis is almost prostrated with 
grief over the accident. 

Mr. Booker was bom in Springfield,' 
Ky., in 1848. He was the son of Sam¬ 
uel E. Booker and Maria L. Booker, 
and came to Louisville in 1865. His fa¬ 
ther died about fifteen years ago, but 
his mother makes her home'at the resi¬ 
dence, 1222 Third avenue.

I gathered from 
wiiut she told me that she was going 
abroad for her health and had uo defi¬ 
nite jtlans for travel. When we reach- 
eft port she begged me to let ber go 
where I went. I told her frankly that 
I Uad counted on my trip from child¬

j An Ideal china closet Is built »>etween 
tlie dining room ami kitchen, so that it 
, can lie etnerwl unobserved when guests 
are at the table, says the Boston Trav¬ 
eler. The shelves are not more than 
fourteen Inches wide and about nine¬ 
teen inches apart. If wider than this 
the tendency is to pile too many dishes 
upon them, and they .are apt to give 
way. 

Corrugated rubber, such as Is used 
beside kitchen sinks, is an excellent 
covering for the shelves ami decreases 
the breakage of china by 50 per cent 
A serviceable device for use when 
plates are stood on ends is to use a rope 
Instead of a cleat to hold them and to 
fasten it at the corners and in the 
center by double headed \cks driven, 
down tightly into the shelves. This be¬ 
ing slightly yielding the plates are less 
apt to fall over from a sudden Jar or 
slight blow. Heavy pieces, such as 
platters and vegetable dishes, should be 
placed on the lowest of the broad 
shelves, the greatest weight being 
brought 'as far as possible over the 
cleats. 

Ilooks on which cups are hung should 
not he screwed on the edge of the 
second shelf, but well underneath it. 
They should be' tested from time to 
time, lest by the settling of the house 
and of the shelves they become loose. 

The second shelf should be about 
three Inches narrower than the one be- 
ueatfi it to admit of large dishes being 
lifted out safely. The upper shelves, 
unless used for large dfehes. may ho 
flush with the second. The top shelf 
should have a broad cle..t across and 
around It. This is for the purpose of j 
keeping the various odds and ends, 
such ns are usually stored thereon, j 
from falling over upon the dishes.

FIRST CHAIN CABLES. 


They Supplanted the U*e of H«mp*r 
Rope on Warships. 

The first man who succeeded in mak¬ 
ing a useful chain cable was Robert 
Flinn. aud he experimented with it In 
1808 in a small ship named the Anne 
and Isabella, of 300 tons, burden. His 
cable was made of very short links, 
with no stay plus or studs, says the 
Londou Globe, but It served its pur 
pose and was. moreover, favorably re¬ 
ported upon by some or the progressive 
seamen of the time. 

At aliout the same period a lieuten¬ 
ant iu the navy named Samuel Brown 
was also experimenting with chain ca¬ 
bles made of twisted links, and this 
wbeu it was duly patented he brought 
to the attention of the navy board. 
-After much discussion It was decided 
to give Lieutenant Brown the coin- 
mand of a sailing vessel, the renelnpe, 
and send him on a voyage to Marti¬ 
nique and Guadeloupe. At his own ex¬ 
pense he was to supply chain cables 
for the shit>, nnd they were to be ex¬ 
perimented with on the voyage. Dur¬ 
ing the four months the ship was away 
the new cables were given a thorough 
trial and proved quite satisfactory. 

When Brown made his report a com¬ 
mittee was appointed toi advise ns to 
the adoption of tlie chain cable iis place 
of the hempen, and ns n result the new 
tackle was gradually Introduced Into 
men-of-wnr. Between • 1810 and. 1811 
the first chain cables were served out 
to the ships, but the full complement 
of hempen ropes was still retained. 
Tills system remained In force until 
184-1, when the numlier of hempen ca¬ 
bles was reduced to three, and In 1847 
a further change wns ordered, two 
hempen cables only ls-iug retained as 
principal mooring tackle. 

During the Russian war the superior¬ 
ity of chain cables was amply demon¬ 
strated on many occasions. The ves¬ 
sels were exposed to the gules and hur 
rleanes of the Bailie and the Black sen, 
but whereas the tuen-of-war with these 
chains were aide to keep their moot¬ 
ings In the roughest weather many of 
the merchantmen tmnsi«>rts. fitted on- j 
l.v with henijien ropes, broke away and 
met with disaster. And s<f an ancient 
industry, one which In early days was 
almost a monopoly in Dorsetshire, was . 
placed Infinitely In i secondary rank. 
No net of parliament such as that of 
Henry VIII. ordaining that “no |>erson 1 
but the Inhabitants ( nly shall make i 
cables” could bring back the prn«|ier- 
Ity. to Brldport which that town had 
enjoyed iu the earliest days of -Eng¬ 
land's naval glory. A modern battle¬ 
ship carries four main cables nnd an¬ 
chors. each costing about £l.-0*'. This 
glvi;s in-r a total of 4.'si fathoms of 
chain cable.— London Gk>l>e. >

Tlie term "linker's dozen" is much 
oliljr limn the seventeenth oeutury. It 
took its origin. doubth*ss in mediaeval 
London, when bakers sold their bread 
solely or largely 1 "through hucksters, or, 
as we should suy today, hawkers. It 
was the custom of the linker In deal¬ 
ing with the huckster to count thirteen 
loaves of bread to the dozen. The odd 
loaf was apparently the huckster's sole 

protit. 

How nncleuft was this practice may 
be gathered from the “Liber Albas,” 
or white liook of the city of London, 
that; minute code for tlie regulation of. 
commercial morality Iu mediaeval I-on- 
don.l Here is laid down: “That no bak¬ 
er of the town shall give unto regrnt- 
resses the sixpence on ^londny morn¬ 
ing by way of hansel-money; but after 
the ancient manner, let him give thir¬ 
teen articles of bread for twelve."

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ART OF TELEPHONING. 


How to Speak Into the Transmitter to 
Get Good Results. 

The art of telephoning in still un ac¬ 
complishment that few people regard 
as a .necessary part of their education, 
says the Bmoklyu Engle. The way to 
use-the transmitter is to place the 
Ups within half an Inch of the mouth¬ 
piece and speak In a considerably low¬ 
er‘tone than you ordinarily use in face 
to face conversation. 

The reason for this Is simple. Just 
behind the mouthpiece is an alumiui 
um diaphragm, backed with a very 
thin sheet of hard carbon. Between 
this sheet or carbon and the point of 
contact of the wires Isa space tilled 
with finely |toiv$Jered carbon. 

The sound waves of the voice make 
the aluminium diaphragm vibrate, and 
this in turn affects the carbon; sheet, 
which stirs the granulated carbon be¬ 
hind it. 

The electrical current' that Is passing 
through the carlton powder feels all 
these vibrations, however slight, and 
reproduces them In the receiver and 
the other* end of the line, setting in 
motion sound waves corresponding to 
those in the transmitter. 

If you shout at the .transmitter, the 
vibrations may be so violent ns to >e- 
sult In ouly a confusing jumble at the 
other end of the wire. Besides, loud 
talking through a telephone is distress¬ 
ing to the listener, who. yon must re¬ 
member. gets the full volume of sound 
very close to his ear. 

If you bear a telephone than talking 
by wire, you will notice that he drawls 
his words a little—not enough to make 
conversation noticeably slow, but suf¬ 
ficiently so that one word Is started on 
its way before another can tread on its 
heels. 

Clipping words, which is sometimes 
done under the Impression that it gives 
them a sharper sound. Is a mistake 
Even for talking over considerable dis¬ 
tances the voice should be lowered in 
telephone con versations.

The Green River District Tobacco 
society of the A. S. of E. is consider¬ 
ing a proposition to manufacture of 
its 1906 crop now stored with the Lou¬ 
isville Warehouse Co. This proposition 
has been under consideration by th^ 
leaders for several days past and was 
discussed at a meeting held at Turbin 
& Wood’s factory on Tuesday night. It 
appears to be generally acceptable td 
the members of the A. Si. of E. who 
have tobacco in the- pool, and it is prob 
able \hat .arrangements wili be speed¬ 
ily completed for putting the tobacco 
on the market iri the manufactured! 
form. 

Negotiations are pending with a Lou¬ 
isville manufactory for manufacturing 
the A. S. of E. tobacco. The bulk of| 
it will probably be made into chewing 
tobacco although a considerable quan¬ 
tity will probably be made into smok¬ 
ing tobacco. It will be put an the mar¬ 
ket with the A. S. of E. label on it and 
offered to the trade over the country. 

If this .deal goes through, it will 
practically eliminate the available sup¬ 
ply of Green river tobacco with the ex¬ 
ception ot the 19017 crop which will be 
pooled with the A. 8L of B and that 
held by the Independent growers. The 
A. S. of E. tobacco of the 1905 crop 
has passed out' of the control of the 
committee and will doubtless be sold in 
a abort time by the Louisvjille N^are- 
house Company. 

The 1906 crop pooled with the Hpme 
Warehouse compatiy has been disposed 
of in England, and the 1907 tobacco 
controlled by that organization has 
been sold to the American Tobacco 
Company, to be delivered from wagons 
at the- Owensboro factory. With the 
1906 crop now frTstorage in Louisville, 
out of the way, the A. S. of E. in 
Green River district yrouid he in posi¬ 
tion to sell the 1907 crop direct to the 
buyers in Owensboro, or in kny other 
manner that might sd^m best.—Owens¬ 
boro Messenger. *
